ON  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the 
Attorney-General  and  under  the  provisions 
of  the  “ Court  Rules  of  Practice  Act  ” aud  all 
other  powers  thereunto  enabling.  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  British  Columbia,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  his  Executive 
Council,  doth  order  as  follows ; — 

1.  During  the  war  no  probate  of  a will  or  letters 
of  administration  of  the  estate  of  any  German, 
Austro-Hungarian,  or  Turkish  subject,  wherever 
resident,  shall  be  granted  in  respect  of  any  assets 
iu  this  country  without  the  express  licence  of  the 
Crown  acting  through  the  Minister  of  Finance. 

2.  In  all  cases  where  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration are  granted  during  the  war  to  any  person 
entitled  thereto,  the  grant  shall  be  made  upon  the 
condition  that  no  portion  of  the  assets  shall  be 
distributed  or  paid  during  the  war  to  any  bene- 
ficiary or  creditor  who  is  a German,  Austro- 
Hungarian,  or  Turkish  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  iu  Germany,  Austro-Hungary, 
or  Turkey,  of  whatever  nationality,  without  the 
express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through  the 
Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution  or 


payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 

be  forthwith  revoked.  _ , 

3.  Any  applicant  for  letters  of  adinimstiation 
or  probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Judge  to  whom  applica- 
tion is  made  that  the  person  iu  respect  to  whose 
estate  such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
applied  for  was  not  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
or  Turkish  subject ; or,  failing  such  evidence,  shall 
produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that  such  probate 
or  tetters  of  administration  may  be  granted.  Such 
applicant  shall  also  give  such  information  as  the 
Registrars  of  the  Courts  may  require  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  of  the  assets  would  in  time 
of  peace  be  distributable  or  payable  to  any  such 
subjects,  aud  if  required  shall  make  a statutory 
declaration  as  to  the  assets  and  their  disposition 
iu  the  event  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration 
being  granted. 

4.  In  cases  deemed  by  him  proper,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  may  sanction  the  payment  of  moderate 
sums  out  of  assets  to  beneficiaries  or  creditors  who 
are  German.  Austro-Hungarian,  or  Turkish  sub- 
jects resident  in  this  Province  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  and  during  the  war.

making  of  a Railway,  Trannvay,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a

waters  of  East  Canoe  Creek  to  contamination  cer- 
tain areas  lying  within  that  watershed  which  is 
situated  in  Township  20,  Range  19  west  of  the  Gth 
meridian  ; and 

Whereas  a joint  investigation  on  the  entire  situ- 
ation has  been  made  by  the  local  Agent  of  Dominion 
Lands  and  the  Divisional  Engineer  of  the  British 
Columbia  Hydrometric  Survey,  who  report  that  the 
areas  applied  for  comprise  the  watershed  of  East 
Canoe  Creek,  from  which  the  city’s  domestic  water 
supply  is  obtained,  and  that  they  are  of  a rough 
mountainous  character,  generally  unfit  for  agricul-
